WaMiiDgton, D. C. Nor. 13 ,— After 
« protracted abaence during a long 
aumiiMr vacation, the peawoanel of th# 
Oovermant, with the exception of 
the Laglalmtlve Branch la back In 
Washington. An extenalon and poM- 
tive leglslaUve and admlnlatratlve 
frogram la In prospect. The President 
during hls Journey of several weeks, 
soverlng nearly every suue, made nu- 
merous speeches shd waa not reticent 
aa to W» iBtonllons. The mere fact 
that he la the exeewtor of the Roose- 
velt Policies, a fact which he baa 
and again empbaslxed is suffi- 
Ment to Indicate that there will be 
aometbing doing at the Capitol dur- 
ing the coming winter. 

Perhaps the most Important project, I 
igthough the leant sensational, will be j 
an effort to remedy the Laws dedaya In 
Mie Federal Courts and to Invent 
a plan for securing prompt and ecooom 
kmi Jtwtloe In the Federal Courts, thers 
by setting an example to the State 
Courts. 

It Is a fact acknowledged by all ex- 
cept snide lawyers that the admin- 
istration of Justice hi this country is 
more dilatory an^ alovenly than in 
any dvlllxed country, with the ex- 
cepUon of RussU, If Indeed Russia 
aan be called clvlllxed. 

It la expected that the President 
will reccommend leglalatlou surpres- 
aing the boycott.

Treasury ' Regulatiou Regarding 
Cigars and Tobacco. • 

The Treasury Department has re- 
ceived and promulgated to the cus- 
toms service an order of the Gover- 
nor -Oeneral of the Philippine Islands, 
dated Oct. 22, carrying Into effect the 
provUlons of the free-trade clause 
of the tariff act of Aug. 6. 

Under these rules the Insular col- 
lator of custijms Is charged with the 
duty of causing to be Itssued at the 
various iH<rts of entry in the Philip- 
pine Iskinds, under proper regulations 
I ill strict accordance ivlth the fact* 
and the terms and sjilrlt of Section 6 
of the arlff ac. and he reclutemt Tresi*- 
ury Department regulations, certifi- 
cates of orgln us prescribed by the 
United State* Treasury. 

The collector will take the neces- 
sary measuTi-B to prevent the Is.-ai- 
auce.of such certificates of orgln In 
any ftscal year covering cigars or to- 
I liacco In excuHB of vhe quiianltles en- 
tlt.l(*d to free entry Into the Uudted 
I Si'aiti* under the act of Aug. 5. Pn>- 
I ducem of tobaccco dcslnrlng to av:ill 
I tUem»elvea of li e free entry privlltge 
j sliall fill with the collec.or of lirter- 
I nal revenue In such form or manner 
I as the collector shall prcHcrlbe, wrlt- 
I leu applications therefor before the 
oiiening of the shipping seison, iind 
not later than Nov. 1 each yi«ar.

One of the Hoaxes Parpotratad by 
Thaodere Hook. 

In tbe earl; part of the nineteenth 
centur; great ^preparations were made 
In England to receive a Spanish am- 
bassador wbo was expected to arrive 
at Soutbamptou. A mischievous Idea 
came Into tbe bead of Theodore Hook 
<born 1788, died 1841). novelist and 
Jonmallst and above all contriver of 
that diversion known as tbe hoax. Tbe 
English fleet was l;lng off Southamp- 
ton. Hook, then a ;onng man, knew 
man; of tbe ;ounger oMcers. lie 
formed bis scheme, and one morning 
a launch set out from the fleet and 
drew up at the qua;. 

In this launch was be wbo purported 
to be tbe Spanish ambassador in al- 
most ro;al robes, arrived two da;s be- 
fore the expected time. Tbe ma;or of 
Southampton, wbo was to receive tbe 
Spanish envoy, was greatl; flustered. 
It was all so sudden. He did tbe best 
he could. Several companies of sol- 
diers, some on foot some mouuted, 
were called out. The bells were rung. 
Tbe ambassador. accom[)auled b; a 
number of young otUcers of tbe fleet, 
was escorted with much pomp to the 
mayor's palace. There was a banquet 
and speecbmaking, one of tbe young 
officers acting as interpreter for tbe 
ambassador. 

After it was over and the Spanish 
envoy was suppos)^! to be on bis way 
to London the true ambassador arriv- 
ed. There was but a sorry reception 
fur him. Tbe other ambassador, wbo 
was Theodore Hook, having perpetrat- 
ed tbe greatest hoax ever knowu on 
a mayor and a city, bad exhausted 
the hospitality of the town. Tbe scan- 
dal was so great, tbe mayor and tbe 
people of Southampton bad been so 
ootrageousl; cold, that to make an; 
atir about the affair would only cause 
them to be laughed ot all tbe more. 
With tbe exception of tbe dismissal 
of some of tbe naval officers wbo bad 
taken part in It little was done, and 
tbe affair was allowed to blow over.— 
Indianapolis News.

Madler’s Theory Is That It Is the 
Star Alcyone. 

THE CENTER OF tlRAVITY. 



According to the Astronomer, the 

Principal Star of th* Pleiades Is the 

Body Around Which Ail Created 

Metter Within Our Ken Revolvee. 

It has been the dream of all the ro- 
miintle astronomers since the time of 
Coiternlcus to 4 >rove the existence of a 
ceiitrul snn, says Lawrence Hodges, 
wrltlug In the New York Tribune. By 
this Is meant a Oeuvenly- b^y as much 
larger tlian the sun as the sun Itself 
Is larger than the earth, round which 
the sun. with all Its planets, must re- 
volve. It has beeu (iroved * that the 
suQ Slid all Its satellites are rushing 
forward through space with enormous 
velocity, but whether tbe motion was 
in a straight line or a circular path 
WHS not proved for some time. 

But even If It was proved a curved 
path and that there probably existed 
a central sun that transcended tbe 
earth's lord In ntze. wby couldn't we 
see It? The only answers are that It 
would have to be iionlumloous or else 
•o far away tbai tbe light hadn’t reach- 
ed US yet. But if all tbe stars, iuclud- 
Ing our sun, were children of this big 
sun. Just as tbe eartb I* the child of 
tbe sun and the moon of the earth, 
they would have bad to have been 
flung off from the big sun with a 
greater velocity than that of light in 
order for tbe big sun uot to be visible 
and atm be luininnua; also tbe big sun 
would have to be lumlnons if any of 
Its children were, for that la the in- 
variable law of the heavens. So the 
problem simmered down to finding a 
star or group of stars that would take 
tbe place of the central bud. 

Tbe motion of tbe solar system hav- 
ing been settled as to fact, quantity 
and direction, astronomers set about 
to find tbe center of gravity of tbe 
whole astral system, for there. If aoy- 
where, tbe central sun was to be 
found. An astronomer named Mad- 
ler thought be bad foiiud tbe star to 
satisfy the necessary condltioDs In the 
constellation kuown as Taurus, or tbe 
Bull. A cloeer search proved the spe- 
cial star under exaiuiuatiuu to be lack- 
ing in some of (be cuuditlons. so ibis 
one was left and tbe search begun 
anew. This same astronomer persist- 
ed In bis search with a wonderful 
faith Id his theory and at last found 
a star fulQIling in tbe most wonderful 
and complete niauuer the necessary 
conditions. Every one Is familiar with 
the beautiful little cluster kuowu as 
tbe I’lolades. or seven stars. Tbe teles- 
cope, however, shows fourteen stars 
clustered about the beautiful and bril- 
liant star Alcyone, which is tbe op- 
tical center of (bis group. 

The proper motions of all these have 
lieeu determined with great exactness. 
They are all iu tbe same direction and 
are all nearly equal to each other, and. 
wbat is still more ini|)ortaut. the mean 
of their pro|*er inotlona dllTera from 
that of the ceniral star, .Vlcyoue, by 
only (iui>-tl)oiisandth of a second of 
arc in right ascension and by only 
two-tUousaiidths of a second iu decll- 
untion. Here, then. Is found a mafi' 
ultlcent group of sua; either actually 
allied together aud swce|ilug together 
through space or else romposiiig a 
cluster so situated as to be affected 
by tbe antne apparent motion (iroduced 
by the Hiin'n progression through the 
celestial regions. 

But an exteuslou of the limits of re- 
se.arcb round .ttcyone exhibits also tbe 
wmiderfut truth that out of I HI stars 
lieiug within 15 degrees of this center 
(here are aixly moving south— that Is, 
In the same direction— In full accord- 
ance with the hypothesis that Alcyone 
is tbe center, forty-nine showing prac- 
tical!* no motion, while only one sin- 
gle ludividual that moves at all con- 
trary to the computed motion. Thus 
was Madler's profound speculation 
juatifled. Furthermore, assuming Al- 
cyone as tbe grand center of tbe mil- 
lions of stars composing onr astral sys- 
tem and tbe direction of tbe auu's mo- 
tion to be as before meiitloiivd. Mad- 
ler Investigated the consequent move- 
ments of all tbe stars in every quarter 
of the heavens. 

Just where the swiftest motions 
should be found In aci-ordanc« with 
Ibis assumption 1 here they actually ex- 
ist, Hits either demonstrailng ibe truth 
of tbe theory or else showing a well 
nigh Impossible series of coincidences. 
Therefore tbe coneluson given out by 
Madler is that Alyeone. the principal 
star of the Pleiades, now occupies tbe 
center of gravity and Is at present the 
great central sun about which tbe uni- 
verse of stars and all created matter 
within our ken la revolving, each en- 
tity in Us own special path.
